He 
carried instruments to show the altitude 
and the speed attained.

INGTON, D. C., April 30.— 
| According to the weather bu- 
reau records, the month just 


closed was the coldest April in the last 
twenty-six years, and within a degree of 
the coldest April ever experienced. The 
month was characterized by a succés- 
sion of cold spells, which swept south- 
eastward over the- northeast Rocky 


Mountain slope, and gradually spread 
southward and eastward over the en- 


tire country east of the Rocky Moun- 
tains. The cold was almost continuous 


except for brief intervals of a day or 
so of warmer weather, an it closes with 
remarkably low temperatures in the in- 
terior valleys and the southwest. 

San Antonio, Texas, April 30.—The av- 
erage temperature today was the lowest 
for April 30 recorded by the Federal 
weather bureau in the twenty-one years 
of its operation here.

An important meeting of the board 
of trwstees of the Grady hospital was 
held yesterday afternoon. 

A committee representing the South- 
ern railway and the Atlanta Street 
Railway Company, composed of J. S. 
B. Thompson, Preston Arkwright and 
Dr. Hancock, presented to the board 
&@ proposition whereby the accommo- 
dations necessary for the care of pa- 
tients would be increased. 
ported that the Southeaun road averaged 
three patients daily, and the street car 
company averaged one and one-half 
per day in the hospital. 

As the hospital is often overcrowded 
and sufficient accommodation cannot 
be afforded, the railway companies of- 
fered to relieve this situation by build- 
ing an annex to the hospital where 
only their patients would be cared for. 
Mr. Thompson explained the position 
of the companies, saying that in case 
the board accepted their proposition, 
it would be understood that the com- 
panies would have absolute control of 
the annex, their physicians waiting 
upon their patients. , 

Councilman Longino objected to this 
plan on the grounds that if the pro- 
posed plan was accepted it would mean 
that the city would be furnishing a 
piece of ground for the purpose of 
permitting the railway companies to 
erect a private hospital. This precip- 
itated a heated discussion in which R. 
J. Lowry, H..L. Culberson and R. lL 
Fickett participated. * man. sch 
Colonel E. W. Maritn and J. H. Har- 
well were appointed as a committee 
to investigate the proposition and re- 
port back to the board. : 

‘ The report’'of the examining com- 
mittee of applicants for position on 
the house staff was read. The follow- 
ing physicians received the highest 
averages and were elected on the staff: 
Drs. C. A. Stephens; W. K. Stewart and 
C. C. Pearce. The board created a new 
position on the house staff, and se- 
lected Dr. A. S. Hargrove to fill the 
position. 

Dr. Elkina Resigns Place. 


The resignation of Dr. W. 8S. Elkin 
was read and accepted with regret by 
the board. Among the applicants for 
the positions made vacant by the res- 
ignations of Drs. Baird and Elkin were: 
Drs. McHull, Hardin, Goldsmith, Rich- 
ardson and Armstrong, these names 
with others that may be handed in 
were referred to the medical board. 

The report of Superintendent Brews- 
ter for the month of April showed that 
the hospital management’ had spent 
$6,167.78 for the month. About $2,000 
of this amount was’ expended for the 
purpose of putting in a new boiler. 

It was brought out from the report 
of Dr. Brewster that all the supplies 
for the hospital were purchased by 
John Collier under the direction of John 
H. Goldsmith, city comptroller for At- 
lanta. 

J. H. Harwell contended that the city 
comptroller was only a bookkeeper of 
Atlanta and that he had no right to 
purchase these supplies. R. L. Fickett 
said that the board of trustees was 
only a figurehead and had little to do 
with the management of the hospital: 
that a steward should be elected to re- 
main in the hospital and attend te all 
of the buying. §{hairman Hirsch took 
the position that the Rice ordinance 
covered the matter, and the authority 
was given to Comptroller Goldsmith. 

A committee was appointed to secure 
a copy of the ordinance and present it 
at the next meeting. 

Considerable discussion was provok- 
ed by the charge that white nurses had 
been waiting on negro patients. T. D. 
wongino, E, W. Martin and R. J. Lowry 
were appointed as a committee to in- 
vestigate these charges. 

Dr. T. D. Longino said that since his 
recent charge of mismanagement on the 
part of the hospital physicians, that 
there had been considerable improve- 
ment, and that the attention given was 
much better. 

A full attendance of the members 
was present at the meeting. .

$425, the amount of money that had 
been previously referred to as secured 
by witness from the unknown party. 

Williams admitted that it was 
as to the $425. 

‘Is Congressman Cassell the man who 
aadvanceg you the $10,000?” asked the 
senator. ‘ 

“T refuse to answer,’ replied the wit- 
ness. 

“But it was a national official who did 
so, was it not?’ 

*“Yes.’’ 

“Will you deny that it was Congress- 
man Cassell who did so?’ 

“Tl refuse to answer.’ 

In no Wuy could the commission get 
Williams to admit that Cassell was the 
party in question. , 

H. Burd Cassell is a member of con- 
gress from the Lancaster district and 
is president of the Pennsyivania Con- 
struction Company, of Marietta, which 
furnished the $2,000,000 worth of metal- 
lic furniture for the capitol. 

Under further examination about the 
$10,000 transaction, Williams declared 
the money was secured for use in the 
campaign by the board of trade and the 
‘homeless twenty-six,“ of which he is 
also secretary, organizations that were 
interested in the fight for the two-cent 
fare and trolley freight legisiation.

Observing the two children, the negro 
reloaded his shotgun and gave pursult. 
The children state that they outran him, 
and got away. <A coroner's inquest is 
now being held, but there is no clue to 
the murderer.

Seven Men Who Have Bee 
tntombed Near Pitsburg 
Rescued Last Night, — 


RESCUERS HAD TO SWIM 
TQ REACH THE MINERS 


Owing To Weakened Condition of 
Men No Effort Was Made to Take 
Them Out of the Mine—Joy- 
ous Scene When Buried 
Men Were Reached. 


Johnstown, Pa., April 30.—After being 
entombed .since last Friday,. noon, in 
the Berwind-White Company mine, No. 
38, at Foustwell, near here the seven 
miners who were shut off from the 
world by a sudden rush of waterfi caus- 
world by a sudden rush of water. caus- 
mine, were rescued at !0 o'clock  to- 
night. ; : 

The men were greatly exhausted. Ow- 
ing to their weakened condition, it was 
decided not to bring them out until after 
the mine has been drained. 

Never in the history of the mining 
region has such a joyous scene been 
witnessed as when the unfortunate men 
were reached. Hundreds of people, who 
gathered about watching the work of 
rescue, cheered, laughed and cried. 

Through Water To Men. 

The men were reached at 10 o’clack 
by Stiney Rodon and Charles Ream, 
who made a dash through nfty feet of 
water filled heading. Early in the day , 
John Bolya, a brother of one of the im- 
prisoned men, and three comrades made 
a futile attempt to reach the imprisoned 
men. These men came back  half- + 
drowned, and reported that portions of 
the heading was still completely filled 
with water, and that more pumping would 
have to be done before the imprisoned 
men could be reached. 

The efforts at pumping were then re- 
doubled. At 10 o'clock the water had

to make one more- attempt .tO break 
through the overcart, where it was be- 
lieved the men, were still alive. Stiney 
Rodon and Charles Ream _ volunteered 
for the service. 

Alive and in Good Shape. 

Like the party that sey forth earlier 
in the day, they left the pumping crew, 
and plunged out into ..-. water and 
darkness. It was over an hour before 
either~-man was heard from, and then 
Ream came swimming back through the 
heading, bringing the first news of the 
imprisoned seven. The effort had near- 
ly exhausted Ream. He reported that 
the seven men were alive, and all in 
good shape, but that until more pumping 
was done, the passage to the place where 
they had taken refuge was impassiue to 
those who could not swim. 

Ream and his comrade ‘carried to the 
imprisoned ‘men simply a flask of brandy 
and qa little water. 

Experiences of Entombed Men, 

Shortly after midnight. Superintend- . 
ent Delaney made a trip to the place 
where Bolya and his comrades had 
sought refuge and returnea with more 
details concerning the conditions of 
the seven men and their experiences.

France , 

“There seems to be an idea among the 
people of a great many southern cities 
I have visited, that men are i!!-treated 
in the navy, and that the navy depart- 
ment is having a hard time getting men 
to man our men-of-war,’’ continued 
Lieutenant Bass.

S1ATES CAN ENFORCE GOOD SCHEDULES 


Farfetched appeals to the constitutional provision against confiscation 
of property may cover a multitude of sins, but it has proven ineffectual in 
protecting a railroad in its refusal to give the public adequate service in the 
matter of connections and good schedules, as is seen in the decision of the 
supreme court of the United States upholding the railroad commission of 
North Carolina in its effort to enforce a connection of trains at a point of 
primary importance to a lerge portion of the traveling public. 

The corporation commission of North Carolina issued an order directing 
the Atlantic Coast Line to make a connection at Selma, N. C., at 2:50 p. m., 
with another line running from the eastern part of the state for the purpose 
The 
railroad company resisted on the ground that compliance with the order | 
would compel it to put on an extra train at some expense, which, it was 
urged, amounted to the taking of its property without due process of law, 

or, in other words, confiscation, which is prohibited by the constitution of 
the United States. 

The United States supreme court, in overruling these grounds and find: 
ing against the railroad on every point, drew a broad distinction between a 
requirement to do a particular act and a scale of maximum rates, showing 
that while the latter might be put so low as to justify the contention of con- 
fiscation, an order to do a specific act such es the making of a connection 
or the maintaining of a schedule, could in no sense be so considered. 

Such an order, the supreme court declares, is simply a requirement that 
a carrier shall furnish a facility which it is a part of its general duty to 
furnish for the public convenience. The primal duty of a common carrier, 
the court holds, is to furnish adequate facilities to the public, although by ; 
doing so @s an incident some pecuniary loss may result, Nor can the re- 
quirement to perform such a duty be considered in any respect unreasonable 
Fr confiscatory . 

Thus the supreme court of the Unfted States confirmed in the states a 
power which all of them ougfit to proceed at once to exercise. The public 
has suffered long enough and severely enough as the result of broken con- 
nections, not only with connecting lines of 6ther systems, but between the 
various branches of the same system, and qs for delayed schedules, every- 


body knows the limit has long ago been reached. 
It igs the duty of railroad commissions in al] the states now to take hold 


of this situation and enforce a service adequate for the public convenience. 
They ought not to need any higher authority than that contained in this 
decision, but should it be considered necessary it is time for legislatures to 
get busy and adopt something on the order of the North Carolina law which 


has ®o0 well stood the test.

COTION AT AND ABOVE ELEVEN CENTS 


Time has more than demonstrated the wisdom and foresight of the Na- 
tional Farmers’ Union in fixing the minimum price of cotton at 11 cents, and 
those who have been so fortunate as to hold on until now are reaping the 
just rewards of their faithfulness to principle. 

Monday’s quotations in the majority of the cotton centers were consid- 
erably above 11 cents, Atlanta showing 113-16, Galveston 111-2, New Orleans 
11 3-16, Norfolk 11 3-4, Baltimore 113-8, and New York 11.30. These prices 
for spot cotton are marked “steady” and “firm.” They are not only holding 
their own, but the tendency is rather to advance. 

This strength and this tendency prevails despite the quotations of fu- 
tures by the New York Cotton Exchange at 11-2 to 2 cents below the price 
of the actual spot cotton. The fact that this hammer, used by the New York 
exchange to batter down prices, has proven ineffective this year in the face 
of the strong demand, indicates what the farmers can do if they stand to- 
gether. 

lt may be said, unhesitatingly, that the price of spot cotton today, as 
shown in the figures here quoted, represents the actual] value of this sea- 
son’s product. Cotton was worth just as much four to six months ago as 
it is today, although it was then bringing a lower price. There has been, 
Within that time, no material increase in the demand for its products, and 
the world is using practically no more cotton than it was when the season 
opened. 

The truth is, the demand for this season's crop of cotton fully justified 
a price of 11 cents and more for the entire crop. In this, the position taken 
by the Farmers’ Union has been more than vindicated. 

It is unfortunate that more of the producers did not hold onto their 
crop, that the market could not have been fed by some system of regularity 
which would have prevented the decline early in the season. 

It is to the end of devising some such system as this, principally through 
their warehouse plans, that the Farmers’ Union is working, and once it is 
established the producer will be in a position to assume his proper and right- 
ful attitude as a prime factor in fixing the price of the staple.

There is no ex- 
cuse, no defense, for such a murder. It is the result of domination by gross, 
selfish and brutal] passions, and the man who gives way to them is unfit to 
remain a member of society. 

What is needed is a few first-class, up-to-date hangings, without inter- 
ference from too-technical courts or pardon boards, applied promptly to this 
type of crime.

I did not know the 
old darkey, notwithstanding the fact that 
he was One of my father’s old slaves 
and wag his bodyguard during the war, 
until he remarked: 

“*You don’t know old Sandford any 
more, does you,. young master” 

“Instantly my mind trooped back to 
my boyhood days and with a rush the 
past came over me. There before me 
was an old negro, one of the ante- 
bellum type of whom we occasionally 
‘hear so much but now see so little; a 
negro who went to the front with my 
father, Dr. E. D. Pittman, who was a 


ginia. There before me stood the old 
negro who was in the battle of the first 
Manassas with my father and who was 
wounded. I recalled the fact that he 
was taken to the confederate field hos- 
pital, where his wounds were treated and 
where he was cared for as were the con- 
federate soldiers, for old Sandford had 
‘on that day showed his valor and had 
fought side by side with the young men 
of the south. And I recalled more that 
‘old Sandford had done, and I was 
mighty glad to shake the old man by 
the hand.’’ 

But old Sandford had an object in call- 
ing upon Mr. Pittman and he was not 
long in letting it out. To Mr. Pittman 
the old darkey stated that his son, Hen- 
ry Pittman—the old man and his gon 
alike had all these years adhered to the 
Pittman name—was in the Fulton county 
jail charged with assault and battery. 

“And now, young master, I want you 
to help me get him out. Won't you do 
it, please, for old times, if fo—” 

Attorney Pittman, who Is also clerk to 
the state court of appeals, gave his prom- 
ise and after talking with the old negro 
a long time of the past, invited him to 
his home, where he was cared for as old 
Slaves were cared for in the days long 
gone by. 

Old Sandford—the old negro still calls 
himself Sandford Pittman—was a young, 
healthy slave when the war came on, 
forty years ago, and besides being se- 
verely waunded at Manassas went 
through the Virginia campaigns up to 
near the close of the war, when he was 
returned to the old plantation, near La- 
Grange. And there, again, the old negro 
showed his devotion to his white master 
and the folks in the big house when 
Sherman began his march through Geor- 
gia. .On the plantation there had been 
left a few old horses and mules and milk 
cows. Old Sandford knew there was 
nothing sacred from Sherman and his 
mén and of his own accord he gathered 
together what live stock there was and 
carried them into the forest, where he 
watched and guarded them until tne 
danger was past. Then the slave 
brought back to the home what he had 
taken away and rendered an account of 
his stewardship to the family that, like 
all other Georgians, had been made poor

The annual tax returns of the Geor- 
gia Railway and Electric Company, 
filed yesterday with the . comptroller 
general by President Preston S. Ark- 
wright, show a total valuation of that 
company’s: property of $3,712,368.63, of 
which $1,583,855 is for franchise. 

The company’s return shows an in- 
crease of $207,881.98 over the returns 
made for i906, the returns for last 
year having aggregated %$3,504,486.65. 


ceipts of the street railway company 
were $2,321,816.04, and that the net in- 
come was $696,467.10. The bonded in- 
debtedness is $9,464,000; the preferred 
stock amounts to $2,400,000, while the 
common stock amounts to $6,014,600. 
The recent increase of $2,000,000 ‘in 
comumon stock is not included in the 
returns, as it does not take effect un- 
til May 20. The capitalization of the 
Georgia Railway and Electric Com- 
pany includes also the Atlanta Gas 
Light Company and the Atlanta North- 
ern railway.

Cases Against Two Other Defendants

son Tells Affecting Story in

Mrs. Mattie Richardson was yesterday 
acquitted of the charge of kidnaping her 
5-year-old son, Wesley Richardson. Her 
trial was held before Justice of the Peace 
C. A. Trimble, at Decatur. 

Immediately following the commit- 
ment trial the interested parties appeared 
before Ordinary George, who instructed 
that the child be left in the hands of 
Sheriff Morris, who will care for it until 
the habeas corpus case, which is set for 
tomorrow afternoon, is disposed of. 

This decision was reached by Ordinary 
Gieorge only after the tearful pleadings 


of the mother, who, 

inal charge, appeared to fear far more 

the separation from her child than prison 

bars, and promised to remain in jail 

with it. 
What Trial Developed. 

Mrs. Richardson's trial unfolded a story 
filled with the elemental passions, which 
centered around a. fair-haired boy of 
five years, who, at that moment, was 
prattling with the children at Sheriff 
Morris’ home, unmindful of the conflict- 
ing heart throbs which he was causing. 
The story was one of love and its brief 
day: of the coming of a baby boy upon 
whom the mother lavished a wealth of 
affection: of poverty and deprivation and 
suffering; of the hard, uphill struggle of 
the deserted wife to eke out a living for 
her child and herself; of the surrepti- 
tious return of the father, who took the 
boy under pretense of its quick return; 
of the long, weary days barren of the 
light of the only love that was left to 
her, and, finally, of the tigerish love of 
the mother gaining the mastery and the 
assertion of her mother’s rights, 

These are but the elements of the story. 

In its telling, the very tneptitude of 
the mother’s flutterfng lips as she gripped 
herself for the recital and struggled to 
withhold her sobs, made it all the more 
eloquent. It was not so much what she 
said, for her words were halting, and her 
sentences disconnected; it was the great 
mother loveethat illumined it and struck 
a responsive chord {nm the neart of her 
hearers. 

Only One Case Tried. 


When the case was called, Bev Wall 
and Burton Cloud, attorneys for Mrs. 
Richardson, asked for a severance of the 
cases, and this was granted. 

W. H. Richardson, grandfather of the 
boy,’ was the first witness for the prose- 
ecution. His testimony was brief, and 
he was not required to go into tne de- 
tails of the alleged kidnaping. as the at- 
torneys for the defense frankly admitted 
the violent seizure of the child. He stated 
that the boy was brought to his house

| twenty-two months old, and had been in 
his possession ever since. 
ted there was no written contract, and 
said the father told him to keep it for 
two weeks. Later he amended this by 
stating the father had asked 
keep the child until he got married. 

The cross-examination brought out 
fact that the boy’s father had since 
married, and was now a fugitive from 
justice, on the charge of bigamy. He 
also admitted that the boy’s mother had 
frequently visited the child, and on two 
occasions had brought it clothes.

He stated he was a fellow church 
worker with the elder Richardson, and 
on one occasion had left his work on 
the farm and accompanied Richardson 
to- the city to help him find Mrs. Mat- 
tie Richagdson. Just why Fields was 
| selected in the capacity. of amateur 
| Sherlock Holmes was not apparent, but 
it was explained that he was always 
yready to serve a friend in need when 
there was money to be earned. 

Mr. Fields failed signally in the role 
of private detective. He said he and 
the elder Richardson had seen “the 
woman on the street about 10 o'clock 
at night, but whether she was ac- 
companied by a man or a woman he 
could aot say. However, he volun- 
teered the illuminating information 
that— 

“There was a young feller with a 
light suit near her, sort of scenting 
around!” 

He stated that Mrs. Richardson had 
on that occasion cried a good deal, 
asked about the child and finally stated

The Mother's Story. 


Mrs. Richardson’s Statement consti- 
tuted the sole defense. Her words 
were broken with sobs as she said: 

“When my husband left me and the 
baby I had a room on Woodward ave- 
nue, Ele left me nothing—not even 
coal for a fire to warm my baby. I 
went to my sister’s to live and finally 
S0Ot work at an overall factory. Mg 
Sister had to go to Birmingham on 
account of sickness and I had to con- 
tinue to work to keep my position. 
The baby was watched over by a lit- 
tle girl while I was away. One day 
While I was at work My husband re- 
turned and told the little girl he would 
take the child for a few moments. It 
was never returned.” 

Mrs. Richardson broke down at this 
point and with difficulty told of the 
manner in which she had been induced 
to promise the child should be allowed 
to remain with the Srandparents. 

Sa McAllister, one of the at- 
torneys for the Prosecution, made a 
brief speech. When the verdict of ac- 
quittal was brought in there was loud 
cheering. None’ was apparently more 
pleased with the verdict than the at- 
torneys for the Prosecution, Colonel 
vuviln S$. Candler and R. L. D. McAllis- 
ter, who stated, that had the verdict 
been otherwise they would have made 
bond for her. 

With the verdict of acquittal the 
cases against Ben Wall and T. E. Wil- 
liams were dismissed. 

Mrs. Richardson immediately repaired 
to the jail, and there was an affecting 
scene between mother and child. Mrs. 
Richardson, the grandmother, was also 
at the jail and cried hysterically at 
being separated from her grandson 
whom she had raised. Her husband 
led her away, while mother and son 
clasped each other in their arms.

ment, yesterday afternoon.

heard. 

Chairman Terrell was in the act of 
submitting the ordinance to @ vote of 
the subcommittee when Superintendent 
Martin, of the English-American build- 
ing, secured his attention to enter 
complaint agaipst the noises made by 
the music of various kinds and the 
spielers on Peachtree street. Mr. Mar- 
tin declared that many of his tenants 
had threatened io leave the building 
unless some relief was obtained. He 
was followed by a number of Osa 
pants of the pbuilding, who sustained 
him in all he had said. 

“I occupy the entire second floor of 
that building,’ said R. F. Shedden,. the 
well-known insurance man, “and it 
would be utterly impossible for me to 
explain the effec~ of that noise on 
Peachtree, were I to try. It is in no 
sense of the word soul-inspiring music. 
It might more properly be termed 
nerve-racking. 

Make Street a Midway. 

“And more,” said Mr. Shedden. “it 
seems to me a pity that Atlantas 
Whitehall and her Peachtree should be 
converted into one endless, ceaseless 
midway. We will be compelled to 
either leave the building or to figh 
the matter in the courts. We don't 
blame these gentlemen for making the 
money, and we don’t want to break 
them up in their business, {but we don’t 
want them _ to preak us up in our 
business.’ 

L.’ J. Daniel, one of the owners, €X- 
pressed surprise that any complaint 
existed, and asserted that had he 
known it he would have done his best 
to have eliminated it before it came 
before the council committee. 

Responding to a question, City At- 
torney Mayson said that if the place 
were a nuisance it could be abated, 
but added that the courts would have 
to first declay 
a nuisance before the abating could ‘be 
effected. -The members of the subcom- 
mittee did not think it advisable to 
deal with that feature of the question 
in the ordinance then under consider- 
ation, and the debate became general, 
every place of a like character in the 
city being brought under discussion. 

None of the gentlemen complaining 
manifested a disposition to, put the 
places out of business. On the con- 
trary, all declared a willingness and 
a desire to come to some common 
agreement upon the subject of the con- 
troversy. 

Special Ordinance. 

Councilman Martin suggested that 
the matter be held in abeyance, and 
that a special ordinance be drafted 
upon the subject if one could be form- 
ulated.

house. 

In short, tiie crdinance seeks to in- 
sure, the safety of the theaters, their 
patrons and surrounding buildings. 

The subcommittee reported the ordi- 
nance to the com:nittee, which held a 
session *subsequently, and it was 
adopted, and will go to the general 
council for consideration at the next 
meeting of that vody.

Alempt to Murder Chief tx- 
ecutive of Guatemala 


CABRERA ESCAPED INJURY 


—_— 


Theugh the Bomb Killed the Horses 
to His Carriage and Wounded 
Chief of Statf-Remarkable 
Calmness Shown by 
Cobrera. 


Guatemala City, Guatemala, April 
29.—An attempt was made early today 
on the life of President Estrada Ca- 
brera. While out driving, a dynamite 
bomb was exploded near his carriage, 
killing the horses and wounding Gen- 
eral Orellana, the chief of staff. The 
calmness of the president, who was not 
injured, is universally commended, anil 
the would-be assassins are condemned 
on all] sides. 


Cabrera was elected 
Guatemala September 9, 1898, succeed- 
ing President Barrios, and in March, 
1905, he assumed ihe presidency for a 
second term. He was said to be very 
unpopular, was reported to have been 
shot at and wounded in April, 1905, 
and the following month it was again 
rumored that an attempt had been 
made to assassinate him. Water it was 
stated that the president had been ac- 
cidentally shot in the leg. 

In May, 1906, a revolution broke out 
against the administration of Presi- 
dent Cabrera and Guatemala was in- 
vaded by the revolutionists from four 
points. After a series of encounters in 
which the regular troops of Salvador 
took part and were joined later by the 
armed forces of tlonduras, the good 
offices of the United States were ac- 
cepted by the belligerents, hostilities 
ceased and a treaty of peace between 
Guatemala. Salvador and Honduras was 
signed July 20 on board the United 
States cruiser Marblehead off San 
Jose, Guatemala. 

Cabrera is declared to have ruled 
despotically, and to have never appear- 
ed in public without an armed guard.

Crisis Near in Guatemala. 

Washington, April 30.—Ambassador 
Creel, of Mexico, and Assistant Secretary 
of State Bacon today conferred at length 
concerning the situation in Guatemala. 
Advices received in Washington and Mex- 
ico City agree that affairs are approach- 
ing @ crisis in Guatemala and any mo- 
ment there may be an uprising which 
the administration there cannot control. 
The assassination of former Guatemalan 
President Barilla in Mexico, the attempt 
yesterday on the life of President Exs- 
trada Cabrera in Guatemala City and 
the allegeq anti-Mexican and anti-Amer- 
ican feeling that has appeared in the 
Cabrera government has raised much 
discontent, which it is believed here must 
be handled by a firmer hand than can 
be found in Guatemala. 

Indications of an uprising against the 
Cabrera government are giving the 
United States and Mexico some concern 
as a revolutionary movement now prob- 
ably would embroil the whole republic 
in conflict.

AT RACE SUICIDE 


Dealt by President Roosevelt 
in Letter to Editor, 


MORE CHILDREN ARE NEEDED 


Roosevelt Says the Coantry Can 
Stand Anything and Survive 
Except the Failure of the 
Children Crop—Massachu- 
setts as an Example. 


New York, April 30.—In a letter to 
the editor of The Review of Reviews, 
President Foosevelt takes exception 
to certain statements made in an arti- 
cle on “the doctor in the public school,” 
published in the April number of that 
periodical, and takes occasion to re- 
new his expressions on the subject of 
race suicide. 

“This writer states clearly,” says the 
president, “that it is an erroneous 
idea to assume that the average fam- 
ily should have a larger number of 
healthy children than the present birth 
rate showed. The vital statistics of a 
state like Massachusetts show that 
there the average native American 
family of native American descent has 
so few children that the birth rate has 
fallen below the death rate. This, of 
course, means race suicide and it ought 
to be understood that if after a while 
there are no children to go to schol, 
the question of their health in school 
would not even be academic.” 

Continuing, Mr. Roosevelt says: “The 
greatest problem of civilization is to 
be found in the fact that the well-to- 
do families tend to die out; the result 
in consequence is a tendency to the 
elimination instead of the survival of 
the fittest, and the moral attitude 
which helps on this tendency is, of 
course, strengthened when it is apol- 
ogized for and praised in a magazine 
like yours. * 

“Our people could still exist under 
all kinds of iniquities in government; 
under a debased currency, under offi- 
cial corruption, under the rule of a 
socialistic proletariat or a wealthy oli- 
garchy. All these things would be 
bad for us, but the country would still 
exist; but it could not continue to ex- 
ist if it paid heed to the expressed 
or implied teachings of such articles 
as this.”

Chicago, April 30.—A hotel and thea-

The Heavy Tone of United States 
Steel Was a Drag eon the Mare 
ket—There Was no Expecta-.

New York, April 80.—More business 
was done during the first hour of today’s 
session of the stock market than in thé 
same time for many days past. Some 
of the features of the movement had 
commenced to arouse distrust by that 
time and there was a relapse into dull- 
ness, and uncertainty in the fluctua- 
tions, 

Many stockholders were active 
the first hour that have been u 
sive to the recent’ attempts to revive 
speculation interests and the whole mar- 
ket took on appearances of breadth and 
volume that have been conspicuously 
lacking in the recent operations. This 
Served as dn answer to criticiems of yes- 
terday’s dealings that they were prac- 
tically confined to Union Pacific, but the 
| fact became evident in a short time that 
this diversion of speculative activity was 
bel taken advantage of to market 
holdings of Union Pacifico itself. It was 
this that checked the upward movement 
and induced the subsequent reaction, 
thus serving to reaffirm the dominance 
of Union Pacific in the present market. 
The heavy tone of United States Steel 
was a drag On the market also. There 
was no expectation of an increase in the 
divideng that the meeting to be held 
later in the day, but all interest cen- 
tered on the showing of unfilled orders 
On hand on March 3!. That these should 
exceed the record figures reported on 
December 3! was scarcely hoped, owing 
to the seasonable drawbacks of the 
spring quarter in the trade. But spec- 
ulators feared that the showing of a 
decrease, however, explained, might be 
seized on to point an argument. that 
trade reaction was indicated.

Talk ef Legislation This Sum- 
mer Providing for State 
Regulation.

A member of the incoming legisla- 
ture who wae in the city yester- 
day, threatens to introduce a Dill at 
coming session of the legislature aim- 
ed at the automobilists, The proposed 
legislature, however, is similar to that 
which hag been adopted in a number 
other states ana which, indeed, 
seems to be in popular. favor in many 
sections. 

“I think the law now of force in 
the majority of the states requiring 
the registration of owners of automo- 


wise and proper one,” he said. 
automobile is a vehicle of a wide 
range of travel, and city ordinances 
can control them within the city 
limits. It is true one or two ‘counties 
have local acts under which they can 
restrain them, but really the only 
proper way to do it is through state 
regulation because they travel not 
alone in one county, but through sev- 
eral, sometimes through the entire 
length of the state. 

“The laws in other states to which 
'I refer require the registration of each 
automobile with the setretary of state, 
also the registration of the name of 
the chauffeur or other persons who 
operates the machine. For this regis- 
tration a regular fee is charged. A 
numbér is assigned ‘to the machine 
which it must carry conspicuously 
posted upon the rear at all times, and 
for any accident or damage that is 
caused by that particular machine the 
owner of registration is held responsi- 
ble. 

“We ought to have a state law on 
this subject and aiso regulating the 
speed of these machines, for the pro- 
tection of the public off the highways 
of the state, and I am going to see if 
I cannot gwet it through at the coming 
session of the legislature. I do not 
propose to make such a measure dras- 
tic, but rather to follow what has al-

COMMISSION IS 
‘SHORT ON POWER 


Why It Cannot Ferce Roads 
in Georgia to Make Con- 
nectien at Junctions. 


Members of the state railroad commis- 
siom were much interested in the decision 
of the supreme court of the United 


f 
i 


States, announced in yesterday’s Wash-! 


ington dispatches, in which it was held 
that the railroad commission of North 
Carolina had the power, right and au- 
thority to require a railroad to estab- 
lish a passenger train connection with 
‘@ connecting line at a junction point, 
even though it necessitated putting on 
an extra train to make such connection. 

The railroad commission of Georgia 
would like to have the very same sort of 
authority. The members say the su- 
preme court decision is not enough in 
the absence of a state law giving them 
the requisite power to make such_ re- 
quirements. The Geargia commission has, 
in its annual. reports to the legislature, 
persistently appealed for a law conferring 
on them this author?fty, and several 
years ago a bill to this effect was intro- 


duced, but never: reached the point of} 


passage. 

“If you will er our annual re- 
ports,’’ said Chairman H. W. Hill, ‘“‘you 
will find that from year to year we have 
urged the legislature to give us author- 
ity to deal with schedules, in order to 
enable us to require the railroads to 
give the people better service. But no 
attention has ever been given our re- 
quest. There have been, and doubtless 
are now, inthis state many instances of 
bad schedules and unkept connections, 
which ought to be dealt with, but under 


| the present law we are powerless to do 


anything. 

“Under the decision of the supreme 
court of the United States we are not, 
of course, authorized to take any ac- 
tion, as that which was based upon the 
law of North Carolina. But if we had the 
North Carolina law, or that particular 
feature of it,.in Georgia, there would be 
nothing further in the way of our con- 
trolling. passenger schedules throughout 
the state in the interests of the people. 

“Before we are able to do anything in 
this matter the legislature will have to 
pass a, law giving us the authority. in 
this direction for which we have per- 
sistently asked.” | 

Other members of the commission con- 
firmed. the statement of Mr. Hill, and 
said #*f they had now the authority 
which they had long sought to obtain 
from the legislature, they would, of 
course, deal with the passenger schedules 
in Georgia as the occasion might re- 
quire. 


BAIL 18 GRANTED BILL BRITTON. 


Bond, Which Was Fixed at 87,500, 
Not Yet Signed. 

Lexington, Ky., April 30.—In the cir- 
cuit court here today Judge Waiter 
Parker granted the application of Bill 
Britton, of Breathitt county, charged 
with the assassination of James Cock- 
will, of Jackeon, July 23, 1902, for bail, 
fixing the amount at $7,500. The bond 
has not yet been signed. Britton was 
tried here last week, but the jury dis- 
agreed. At a previous trial he was sen- 
tenced to a life imprisonment. He has 
been in jail sinee December, 1903.
